WESTERN MILITARY INSTITUTE.
Blub Lick SratNos, K v., June 21, 1850.

To hi* excellency, J. J. Cbittxmdkn:
Sia: The undersigned, visiters appointed by your

excellency to attend the annual examination of the
cadet* of the Western Military Institute, under the

feneral superintendence of Colonel Thornton P.
oh neon, commencing on the 17th and ending on

the 21st instant, have performed the duty assigned
them; and have the honor, respectfully, to submit
the following brief report of their labor and observation:

Since the removal of the Institute from Georgetownto Blue Lick Springs, one hundred and sixtysevencadets, representing seventeen States and one
T. i. i_.-a

are absent on leave, thirteen have lieen honorably
discharged, seven have been dismissed, and one
hundred and thirty-three were in attendance at the
close of the session.
The undersigned attended the examination and

exercises of the sections and classes as they were

brought before their appropriate Professor, the Facultyand spectators, in whose presence they were

thoroughly and elaborately examined in their
courae of academic studies, and it is with no ordinarydegree of pleasure the Board bear testimony
to tne prompt a:id correct answers given by the
Cadets to the questions propounded by tbe Faculty
and others present, thus affording the best evidence
that tbey arc well and thoroughly taught in their
respective departments.
Tbe text- books used and the course of instruction

adopted at the Institute are, as wc arc advised, almostidentical with those of lha United States MilitaryAcademy at West Point, in addition to which,
instruction in the ancient languages it given, which
may be considered a fair average of tne course of
study of the colleges of the United States; and as

three members ol the Faculty were educated at that
school, and the others arc graduates of colleges of
high distinction and well qualified to teach 111 their
respective departments, the Hoard can see no reasonwhy a complete and thorough education cannot
be obtained at the Western Military Institute.
The Cadets are instructed in military science,

not so much with a view of qualifying them for the
army as of promoting physical development, by
healthful exercise, good habits, subordination, and
discipline, and to employ leisure hours, which might
oe ouierwiac iicthhu vu cuarir amusement*, or lh*

idly and uselessly thrown away. Hut military ftrrciseaare never permitted to interfere with the
academic studies of the Cadet.

Tlie Hoard of Visiters have rarrfully inrpected
the quartera of the Cadcta, and find them neat and
comfortable, the police good, and atich a* in every
reapect to merit their entire approbation; and from
peraonal examination, and all the information
which they have been able to obtain, they have
found the tare prepared for the Cadeta to be clean,
wbolearme, and abundant. They also denned it
their duty to examine the arm*, and found them in

auch admirable condition that the handling would
ant aoil a white glove.

In concluding thia report, the Hoard of Viailera
beg leave to and, that the location of tli.'v inetilute
at the Hluo Lick Spring* ia ao well and favorably
known, not only in the Weatern State*, but in the
entire Mississippi valley, that it would be oaelr** to
aet forth it* advantage*, and commend it to pulilirfavor on that groua<7. Hut they are unwilling to
withhold an expression of their unqualified approtiationof the courae of study, the good order, police,and diacipline observed and enforced at the
Institute, and their entire confidence in the high
qualification* of the general and joint Superintendentand corps of Professor* to cominaud and teach
in their respective department*; and for theae reasonsthey cuinmead it to putdic favor and patronage.Reaper (fully, P DUDLEY,

of them tree* growing, that ho would esteem it the
beat property on hie uatate, if he could get one dollara hundred fur the nut*, but that there wa* a very
limited market for them at any price. And yet
there i* no partof this fruit that i« not valuable, h
thrive* in a sandy aoil, and hear* in Jamaica u ithin
three or four year* after it i* planted. From its
dower* the finest urrai k in the wot Id may tie distilled,and the best of vinegar. A coarse brown
sugar may also be prepared from the flower. The
green fruit yields a nutritious and delightful drink,
and a inure substantial food in the pulp which containsthe liquid. When ripe, the fruit is popular us
an urticle of diet in all part, of the world. From
that fruit a pure oil may be extracted, which may
be manufactured into candles, soap, and used ill a

variety of other ways, In which vegetable oils arc

available, while the refuse, or oil cake, us it is
called, is a most excellent food for cattle.
"A medicinal oil is extracted from the bark, which

is used, I understand, in Ceylon as an efficacious
remedy in cutaneous diseases ; the root is also used
fur medicinal purposes; its elastic fibres are sometimeswoven into strainer* for liquids, while the
timber may lie used in building, or converted into
l>eautiful articles of furniture. The busk consists
of tough fibre, from which cordage and rigging of
the best quality may be manufactured, and which
furnishes the finest .lulling for inatlra.scs that is
used, not excepting hair. H
" i saw some of thin fibre manufactured at the t

prison in Kingston, for mattc&ss-stufTing. I am j
satisfied myself that if its value was known in t
America it would bring a higher price than any
commodity now in use for bedding. The speciuictisthat I saw were manufactured by the convicts,at a cost, 1 was told, of six cents a pound
Hair costs with us, I believe, about twenty-five
sents. The process of manufacturing it is very
simple. The husk shells arc soaked till perfectly
soft, and then are pounded out until the fibres are

all separated. This was done in the prison by hand,
and without the use of machinery, and yet the articlecould he produced by them for six cents a

pound, iiy the aid of a very simple machine,
something, for instance, like that to which rags in
a paper-mill are first subjected, it is very apparent
that the cost of manufacturing it might be reducedat least one-half. When I asked why machinerywas not employed in this department of
(he prison, 1 was told that they had not work
enough to occupy the convicts if machinery was

employed. Of course I had nothing to say to a reasonso conclusive as that.
" The suply of these busks would be almost inexhaustible.They have no more use or value here

than walnut shells have with us, and may be had
by the ship load for the mere expense of cartage.
A cargo ol a thousand tons could* be manufactured
for a thousand dollars, and he worth in th< port of
New York not less than $4,000 as soon as the use-
fulness of the article became generally known."

Satktv ok Occam Stkamebs.-.A letter from '

Silas E. Hurrows, in the Journal uf femtmerre, says
that the real cause of the disaster which occurred i
last year to the American ship Charles Hartlvtt,run
down and sunk in a collision with the steamship
buropa, wu entirely overlooketi in the trial of the 1

case. lie states it thus:
"It afose from the Europa having1 alt sail net, with

a six knot breeze, which prevented the officers from
aeeing ahead, and die boat from being under the
control of the engineer.
"A steamer without sail is obedient to her en-

pines, which being stopped and reversed, protectionfrom tbc collision is secured; but with sails on
a steatner, in a breeze of wind, objects cannot be
seen, the engines arc powerless, and it is the work
of time to take in sail'.
"The Europa struck the Charles Ilartlett between

the lllnin and roizen masts, and passed directly over

her, without the engines being stopped, or any sails
started; and the passengers, who were dancing on
deck at the time, were beaten down and destroyed
by the wheels of the steamer."
Ho enforces his view of this subject by the followinganecdotes :
" Being most anxious to aid in protecting the

lives of all who travel u|miu the waters, and to add
security to my own, which has often hern most
fearfully periled by this error, I will strengthen tin
opinion now to be'givcn, by stsimg the custom
which regulates steamers in other nations.
" Pasting not long since on the Baltic from Trav-
lmundc to St. Petersburg, in a Russian steamer,

in the month of June, the engine being stopped, at

midday, in a thick fog, the captaiu said, * I cannot
see ahead, and am made personally responsible for
running any vessel down.' I was plesscd with tins
precaution to secure life. It was the first time I had
ver hern in a steamer at sea during u thick fog.

thai I did not consider myself on the borders of
eternity. Replying to the iaptain, v ho was n most
excellent man in nis way, 1 said, ' I like this, but
sup|M>se the fog remains a week?' lie replied,
< Seven days, then, shall we be compelled to remain
here.'

"To wfiirli I replied, 'Suppose there arc other* in

our track to-night, what then-' 'Why, we may
run them down,' was hia reply.

"I raid, ' Would it not be Ix tlrr to have our passagea little longer, and avoid auch an event.' The
reply waa, 'I must drive the ateamer, and make my
tune guo<t; the hazard must be taken.' "

time when the emulation of makingquick passages
ia aoeager and universal; hut it in char that, unlet!it lie abandoned, woree diaaatera than we have
yet heard of may yet happen.
